Fertilization of Froit Tre«. 


The fertilization of bearing irnit 


trees is as important as the pruning 
operation. 
Some fruit growers be- 


lieve that pruning will produce good 
crops regardless of other orchard 
operations. 
But in order that fruit 


bads might have a fair chance to 
form, proper soil management must 
be practiced, according to County j 
Agent Hoffman.' 


If the trees are cultivated properly 


that is, cultivated before any growth 
of vegetation takes place in the 
spring, and continued until about 
July 10, then on soils of medium fer- 
tility, apple trees should require no 
application of fertilizer. But when 
the trees are in sod it will be abso- 
lutelv necessary to apply some form 
of nitrogen bearing the fertilizer. 
Sodium nitrate has been found to be 
about the most effective per unit that 
car. be applied.
